DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 36-37, 39-41 , 44-45, and 47-48 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art fails 
to teach: a nanowhisker with a first conductivity type dopant upstanding on a substrate; 
and forming an enclosure comprising "a bulk semiconductor region;" of a second 
conductivity type enclosing and in contact with said nanowhisker along at least part of 
its length; wherein a combination of nanowhisker and the bulk semiconductor region 
forms a pn junction.
